2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McKenna (U.S. 
Patent Application Publication 2005/0100129),

4. As per claims 1-9, McKenna discloses an X-ray apparatus comprising: a support stand 
(14) an X-ray unit (12) mounted on the support stand (14), the X-ray unit comprising a support 
arm (16), an X-ray source (20) and detector (30) mounted on the support arm (16); an attachment 
(52) that attaches the X-ray unit (12) to the support stand (14) with the X-ray unit disposed at an 
angle laterally next to the stand, allowing access to the X-ray unit (12) from a front direction, a 
rear direction and from two fiirther directions that are orthogonal to the front and rear direction 
(see Figs, shown above); wherein the attachment (52) allows the X-ray unit (12) to be rotated 
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around a first axis (34) parallel to the front and rear direction and around a second axis (54) 



orthogoiial to the firont and rear direction; wherein the attachment (52) allows height adjustment 



of the X-ray unit (12) relative to the support stand (14); wherein the support stand (14) is height 
adjustable (para[0030]); wherein the attachment comprises a pivotable arm connecting the X-ray 
unit (12) to the support stand (14) and wherein the X-ray unit (12) comprises a compression plate
